1000 MEN WADE 
INTO LAKE, STRIP 
IT OF ITS FISH 


Festival Held at Lakeland, Ga.; 
Moss Growth Would Have 
Killed Stock Anyway. 


By the Associated Press. 

LAKELAND, Ga., Dec. 20.—About 
a thousand men rushed into the 
shallow waters of Banks Lake at 
11 a. m. yesterday and began ¢ -g- 
ging out big and little fish in a fes- 


tival that officials said was wit- 
nessed by 10,000 persons. 

The lake is normally about eight 

miles long and four wide but it had 
been drained down to 500 acres of 
knee-deep water in preparation for 
the fish festival made necessary by 
a moss growth that would have 
killed the fish anyway. 
. At a pistol shot the men waded 
into the lake and began catching 
the fish in nets and sacks. One ob- 
server said he quickly counted more 
than 100 bass weighing about 10 
pounds. Another fisherman got 125 
pounds in less than an hour. 

Fish stands were set up for the 
hungry and the fish could be 
cooked as soon as taken to shore. 
Many persons hauled away enough 
to last for many days. 


WINTER WHEAT AGREAGE 
36 PCT. OF THAT OF 1932 


In Spite of Crop Curtailment Pro- 
gram, Heavy Sowing Is 
Reported.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Winter 
wheat sown this fall was reported 
by the Department of Agriculture 
to total 41,002,000 acres or 96.0 per 
cent of the acreage sown in the fall 
of 1932, despite the curtailment pro- 
gram. 

The condition of the crop on 
Dec. 1 was 74.3 per cent of a nor- 
mal, compared with 68.9 per cent a 
year ago, and.79.4 per cent two 
years ago. 

The area sorwn in the fall of 1932 
was 42,692,000 acres and in the fall 
of 1931 was 42,348,000 acres.

DALA LAMA DIE 
OF POISON, SAYS 
RUMOR I INDI 


‘No Previous Word of Trou- 


ble Involving Spiritual 
Lord of Buddhists and 
Ruler of Tibet. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—A rumor has 
reached here that the Dalai Lama 
of Tibet was poisoned and did not 
die of natural causes as reported 
from Lhasa. The rumor was re- 
ported by the Daily Mail’s corres- 
pondent in Bengal. 

Nothing was Known here which 
would suggest possible grounds for 
his removal. News from Lhasa 
reaches the outside world rarely 
and no word had been received late- 
ly of any internal trouble there. 

The death of the Dalai Lama, 
whose name was Ngawang Lop- 
sang Thuston Gyatsho, was any 
nounced yesterday. The announce- 
ment merely said that he died Sun- 
day at the age of 60. 

The Dalai Lama is the supreme. 
ruler of Tibet. Buddhists regard 
him as the reincarnation of Bud- 
dha, who died centuries ago. His 


4 followers believe that the Dalai 


Lama does not actually cease to 
exist at death, but that his spirit 
enters the person of an infant who 
eventually takes over his powers 
and position. 

The late Lama had an unusual 
career. He was trained from his 
earliest days for his high office in 
a remote monastery. He entered 
Lhasa as soon as he attained his 
majority and took the rule of Tibet 
in his own hands, When, in 1904, 
a British mission, which eventual- 
ly opened the gates of the Forbid- 
den City to foreigners, appeared, 
the Dalai Lama fled, and for years 
was a wanderer in Mongolia. He 
returned to his capital in 1909, but 
only for a few weeks. Then he 
fled again, this time from the Chi- 
nese, and took refuge in_ India, 
where he lived for three years. A 
Tibetan uprising in 1912 drove out 
the Chinese and the Lama made a 
triumphant re-entry into Lhasa. 

Spiritually he was the head of 
the Buddhist priesthood, which 
numbers at least a half million. 

The late Dalai Lama defied tra- 
ditions two years ago and ordered 
an automobile, in which his Chi- 
nese chauffeur drove him to many 
parts of his country. Where the car 
could not go, coolies picked it up 
and carried it. 

Lamaism is a form of Buddhism 
The Dalai Lama is chosen by 
priests, and there is no check on 
his pdwer. 

Nominally Tibet is part of China; 
actually it is under an English 
overlordship.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Presi- 
de-t Roosevelt today announced a 
renewal of the blanket re-employ- 
ment code for four months after 
Jan. 1. 

In continuing the general code, 
he told a press conference that all 


the “fair competition” agreements 
now cover 70 per cent of all em- 
ployes who will eventually be cov- 
ered by codes. | 
"The blanket re-employment agree- 
ment was put up as a means to 
take in the great majority of em- 
ployes pending establishment of in- 
dividual NRA codes. 

President's Statement. 

The statement by the President 
follows: 

“The President’s re-employment 
agreement according to its original 
terms will end on Dec. 31. At that 
time permanent codes of fair com- 
petition will apply to approximate- 
ly 70 per cent of all employes who 
will eventually be covered by codes. 

“In the midst of winter and with 
many persons out of work, it is es- 
sential that the New.Xear should 
not bring with it any let down in 
the recovery program in the trades 
and industries which at that time 
have not come under approved 
codes and to which, therefore, only 
the President’s re-employment 
agreement applies. 

“IT am, therefore, inviting every 
employer in those trades and in- 
dustries to join with me in an ex- 
tension of the President’s re-em- 
ployment agreement for four 
months. 

“By that time it is expected that 
the process of code making will 
have been virtually completed. 

All Urged to Co-operate. 

“I urge all employers in trades 
and industries not covered by codes 
to co-operate by continuing to main- 
tain higher wages and_ shorter 


| hours. 


“The need for their help is still 
great. 

“Employers joining with me in 
this extension of the President's re- 
employment agreement may con- 
tinue to display the Blue Eagle as 
a symbol of their co-operation, and 
those few employers who have not 
heretofore signed the agreement 
may sign it as extended and upon 
delivering a signed certificate of 
compliance to the postoffice may 
obtain a Blue Eagle. 

“Display of the Blue Eagle on or 
after Jan. 1, 1984, by an employer 
whose business is not entirely cov- 
ered by an approved code will be 
treated as an acceptance of the ex- 
tension of the President’s re-em- 
ployment agreement and a repre- 
sentation that he is complying with 
it for that part of his business not 
covered by approved codes.”

FIRST IN EFFECT,

Consumers’ Complaints at 
Advance to 1lc a Quart 
Under Consideration 
When Secretary Acts.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Secre- 
tansy of Agriculture Wallace today 
terminated the Chicago milk agree- 
ment effective Jan. 1 on the re- 
quest of the Chicago Pure Milk 
Association. 

The agreement was the first one 
to be placed in effect, Aug. 1, and 
is the first to be concluded. 


Under the provisions of the agree- 
ment, it could be terminated on the 
request of 75 per cent of the pro- 
ducers or distributers who signed 


it. The Pure Milk Association rep- |: 


resents 75 per cent of the produc- 
ers in the Chicago milkshed. 

The Chicago agreement was hur- 
ried through the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration in July to 
meet a bilk marketing emergency 
caused by threatened strikes and 
disorder. It became effective Aug. 1. 

The original agreement provided 
a price to, producers of $1.75 a 
hundredweight for class 1 fluid 
milk, but was amended effective 
Nov. 3 by Secretary Wallace to 
inerease that figure to $2.10. The 
amendment directed that the entire 
increase of 1 cent a quart in retail 
prices should be passed on to the 
farmers. 

The amendment also was made at 
a time when strikes and disturb- 
ances were threatened in Chicago. 

The amended agreement in- 
creased the retail price of fluid 
milk from 10 to 11 cents a quart, 
causing widespread complaints 
from consumers. A public hearing 
on the complaints began in Chi- 
cago Nov. 27, continuing for a 
week. The Administration permit- 
ted the filing of additional evidence 
unti] Dec. 11, and since that time 
the entire record has been under 
review by the AAA. 

The administration said the re- 
view of the agreement was made 
with a view to possible modifica- 
tions when Secretary Wallace was 
requested to terminate it. 


DRY AGENTS TO BECOME 
REVENUE INVESTIGATORS 


Hundreds to Be Commissioned for 
Liquor Law Enforcement, Gov- 
ernment Announces.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Com- 
missioning of hundreds of former 
prohibition agents as Internal Rev- 
enue investigators of the Treasury 
was agreed upon at a conference to- 
day between Acting Secretary Mor- 
genthau and Attorney-Geneyal Cum- 
mings on liquor law. enforcement 
and revenue protection. The Cab- 
inet officials issued a statement 
saying: 

“Pending further consideration of 
these matters, it has been agreed 
that investigators of the alcoholic 
beverage unit of the Department of 
Justice shall immediately be given 
commissions by the Treasury De- 
partment as’ Internal Revenue 
agents. ” These agents are believed 
to number 750.

POLICEMAN KILED 
AS OFFICERS FH 
SCAPED CONV 


Indiana F usitive Captured 
After Trying to Shoot 
Way Out of Trap on 
Paris (Ill.) Street. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Ill, Dec. 20.—EHugene 
Teague, Indiana State highway pa- 
trolman, was shot and fatally 
wounded today in a pistol fight on 
a Paris street as Indiana and Illi- 
nois officers ambushed Edward 
Shouse, escaped convict from the 
Michigan City (Ind.) penitentiary. 
Shouse and two woman compan- 
ions were captured. 

The Indiana highway police had 
learned in advance that Shouse 


would be here, and 15 patrolmen 
from that State were waiting with 
six Edgar County Deputy Sheriffs 
in front of the France Hotel when 
the fugitive drove up. The police 
recognized the convict’s car, a se- 
dan he had bought in Terre Haute. 

A police car drove aiongside at 
the curb. Suddenly Shouse recog- 
nized that he was trapped, and the 
police and convict started shooting. 

Teague was shot twice through 
the head and died later in a hospi- 
tal. Shouse surrendered. 

The two women with Shouse 
identified themselves as Ruth Spen- 
cer, 24 years old, San Diego. Cal., 
and Mrs. Frances Brehman, 28, of 
Fort Wayne, Ind. They were cut by 
flying glass as the bullets went 
through the automobile windows. 

Shouse was sentenced from Vigo 
County, Ind., June 4, 1930, to serve 
25 years for auto theft. He was 
reported several times since the 
prison break to have been seen in 
company with members of the John 
Dillinger gang. 

Aadtuae nih, believed to be Mrs. 
Brehman’s husband, had stepped 
from the sedan before the ambush 
was discovered and he escaped dur- 
ing the firing. 

Less than two hours after the 
capture Shouse and the two women 
were taken across the line to Indi- 
ana without being charged with 
shooting Teague. 

Shouse told the police he had 
been living at Chicago and at Terre 
Haute since the prison break at 
Michigan City. Shouse was under. 
stood to have admitted participat- 
ing in a recent robbery at Rock- 
ville, Ind. 


MERCHANT GES 
TO FRIENDS FLA

J. Leo Coltman Shoots Self 
After. Spending After- 
noon at Apartment of J. 
W. McMillian. 


When police, responding to a tele- 
phone call, arrived at 704A Good- 
fellow boulevard at %:30 o’clock last 
night, they found J. Leo Coltman, 
22-year-old dress shop proprietor, 
dead on a stair landing, shot 
through the chest. 

Attempting to administer to Colt- 
man was Mrs. Ruby Brown Slupsky, 
29, 5582 Pershing avenue. A _ .4l- 
caliber revolver, identified as Colt- 
man’s, was on the stairs along with 
a bullet, which had passed through 
the body. Coltman’s shirt and vest 
were powder-burned. 

A Coroner’s verdict of suicide 
was returned today, based on testi- 
mony of persons in the house and 
two torn notes, found on the prem- 
ises by police. 

One message, apparently ad- 
dressed to Coltman’s 18-year-old 
brother, William B., who was asso- 
ciated with him.in a shop at 3103 
South Grand boulevard, read: 
“Tues.—Billy, old pal, I’m taking 
the yellow run out on you., Please 
forgive me.” The second note, sec- 
tions of which are missing, was also 
addressed “Billy, old pal.” It read 
in part: “Keep your chin up and 
smile because I love—Please re- 
member—no—is responsible for this 
—miyself. Leo.” 

James W. McMillian, who occu- 
pies one of two flats at 704A Good- 
fellow, testified at the inquest that 
Coltman spent the afternoon at the 
flat, and telephoned Mrs. Slupsky. 
Following her arrival McMillian 
said he noticed that Coltman was 
carrying a revolver. He warned 
his guest “you had better get rid 
of that, or you may get in trouble,” 
he testified. Coltman laughed and 
showed that the weapon was un- 
loaded, McMillian related. 

Mrs. Slupsky, who is separated 
from her husband, testified that‘ 
when she reached the McMillian flat 
shortly before 2 p. m., she found 
Coltman writing a note. She asked 
to see the note, but Coltman re- 
marked that it was “personal busi- 
ness,” tore the paper and tossed 
the pieces out the door. He ap- 


peared despondent, Mrs. Slupsky 
said.

Ti.e Creve Coeur Farmers’. Bank 
was robbed of $4519 at 8:15 a. m. to- 


day by two armed men who, hiding 
in the building, held up Robert F. 
Bloom, cashier, when he entered 
the bank, forced him to open the 
vault, then locked him in it before 
escaping with the money. Bloom 
was released 15 minutes -later. 

The robbery of the bank, which 
is at Olive street and Old Ballas 
road, eight miles west of the city 
limits, was the second there this 
year. A single robber, since con- 
victed, held up the cashier on Jan. 
23 last after gaining entrance in 
the disguise of a Union Electric 
meter reader and escaped with 
$5793. 

Elaborately protected from hold- 
up men by a system of steel-and- 
glass bullet-proof cage-, the bank 
was looted today by a strategem, 
just as it was last January. 

Robbers Waiting Inside Bank. 

Bloom told county deputies that 
he had opened the front door and 
advanced 10 feet beyond thé door 
to the tellers’ cages, left open at 
night, when suddenly he was con- 
fronted by a man, about 25 years 
old, who had an automatic pistol in 
his hand. 

“Get back and lock that front. 


he said, covering . me with the 
pistol,” Bloom related. “I backed 
up to the front door, locked it and 
handed him the key. Then he 
marched me back toward the vault. 

“As I passed’a storeroom on the 
west side of the bank, behind the 
tellers’ inclosure, another man 
stepped out. He also carried an 
automatic pistol. He appeared to 
be about the same age as the first 
man. 

“They followed me back to the 
vault and we stopped there. ‘Go 
ahead and open it up,’ one of them 
said. As I was working the com- 
bination I remarked, ‘Well, it must 
be pretty early for that safe inside 
the vault to open. The safe has a 
time-lock, you know.’ 

“*You work that combination,” 
one of the robbers said, ‘and I'll 
tell you if it is too early.’ As a 
matter of fact it was already time 
for the lock to release, and when I 
worked the combination on the 
safe, after opening the vault door, 
it opened, too, as I knew it would, 

Cashier Locked in Vault. 

“One of the men had a sack with 
him. He made me help him put 
the money in it. Then they stepped 
back to the vault door, one of 
them carrying the sack. They shut 
the vault door behind them and I 
could hear them turn the knobs 
to lock it.” 

Deputies were unable to find any- 
one who saw the robbers drive 
away from the bank, nor were they 


able to find any evidence indicat- ° 


ing their manner of entrance to the 
building.

Though the act as reported by 
the committee nowhere contains 
mention of saloons, it authorizes 
sale by the drink in any place li- 
censed for the purpose, and by 
whatever name called such places 
would be saloons. Hotels and res- 
taurants could obtain saloon Ili- 
censes, there being no prohibition 
against the sale of other things 
than intoxicating liquors, nor any 
requirement that anything else be 
sold. 
Apparently as a gesture towaru 
meeting the Democratic national 
and State platform pledge that the 
“saloon shall not return,” the act 
recites that intoxicating liquor shall 
not to be sold in any place where 
there are screens, blinds or any 
other thing which “will obstruct the 
interior of such room from public 
view.” However, there is no prohi- 
bition against bars and no require- 
ment that unobstructed public view 
shall be from the street. 

Licensing and the Battle. 
A State saloon license under the 
act would cost $300 a year, and, in 
addition, the saloonkeeper would be 
required to pay such city license as 
might be imposed. Outside of St. 
Louis all cities are in counties, and 
in those cities saloons would need 
an additional county dicense, which 
would be fixed by the count} court, 
at not less than $200 nor more than 
$400 a year. 
Under the bill as reported liquor 
could be sold by the bottle in drug 
stores, groceries, general merchan- 
dise stores, cigar and _ tobacco 
stores, confectioneries and bakeries, 
which have a stock of goods, exclu- 
sive of intoxicating liquors and store 
fixtures, valued at not less than 
$1500. The State license fee for 
places selling only by the bottle is 
fixed at $25 per year, plus such lo- 
cal license fees as might be im- 
posed. 
The requirement that places sell- 
ing by the bottle must have a stock 
of goods, other than liquor and fix- 
tures, valued at not less than $1500, 
was inserted with the idea of bar- 
ring the hot dog stands, village res- 
taurants, roadside filling stations 
and fly-by-night places from quali- 
fying as liquor stores. Under the 
act there could be no stores oper 
ated for the exclusive sale of intox- 
icating liquor by the bottle. 
Under the recommendations lo- 
cal option is not authorized to pre- 
vent the sale by the bottle in any 
county or city. 
The conferees rejected the 96 
cents a gallon tax on whisky and 
other hard liquors voted by the 
House in an amendment to the 
Senate bill and restored the 80-cent 
tax as proposed by the Senate. On 
beer they accepted the House tax 
of $1 a barrel, rejecting the Senate 
proposal for 93 cents a barrel.

DETRONT BANKING 
GROUP CONCEALED 
TS ‘BILLS PAYABLE” 


R. P- Lord, Head of Hold- 
ing Company, Admits 
‘“‘Bookkeeping Process” 
Was Used. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Robert 


©. Lord, former head of the Guard- 
ian Detroit Union Group, Inc., tes- 
tified today before Senate investi- 
gators that a bookkeeping process 
was followed so that banks in that 
system could show “no bills pay- 
able” in their public reports when 
the bank really was in debt. 

Lord gave this testimony after 
close questioning by Ferdinand Pe- 
cora, committee counsel. At first 


he denied a suggestion by Pecora 
that a “device” was used to show 
no bills payable ‘when there were 
such bills. Finally, however, he 
agreed that there was such a de- 
vice. 

“It was a device to show no bills 
payable despite the fact there were 
bills payable?” Pecora asked. “Yes,” 
the witness agreed. 

Pecora placed in the record let- 
ters from. other banks and _ the 
Michigan State Bank Commission- 
er, congratulating the system on 
the report showing that none of its 
members had bills payable. 
Further evidence that the Guardian 
Detroit Union Group, Inc., fixed the 
dividends for its subsidiary banks 
was submitted to Senate investiga- 
tors, 

A letter was placed before the 
committee indicating the holding 
company decided on its own divi- 
dend rate and then told the sub- 
sidiary banks what dividends they 
should pay to meet their “propor- 
tionate share.” 

Lord defended its dividend poli- 
cies, saying during the years 1930- 
31-32 it paid out more for the pur- 
chase of slow assets from subsidi- 
aries than it drew in dividends. 


Dividends and Poor Assets. 


Lord said that during the three- 
year period 1930 to 1932, inclusive, 
the holding company obtained divi- 
dends of $8,164,000 from its subsidi- 
aries While it purchaséd $8,400,000 
of slow or criticised assets from the 
subsidiaries, 
He .emphasized that the holding 
company had spent $200,000 more 
to remove poor assets from the 
banks than it drew in dividends. 

Evidence was presented that the 
Guardian group insisted on a divi 
dend by a subsidiary bank at Niles, 
Mich., despite protests of the bank 
officers that it was in violation of 
a request from the Comptroller of 
the Currency. 

Dividend Not Declared. 


Despite the insistence of the 
holding company, however, the 
bank did not issue the dividend be- 
cause of a warning from the Na- 
tional Bank examiner that it would 
be “illegal.” 

The evidence disclosed that F. M. 
Brandon, president of the City Na- 
tional Bank & Trust Co. of Niles, 
protested. The correspondence took 
place in September and October, 
1931. 

Counsel Pecora introduced a Ict- 
ter from the Deputy Comptroller of 
the Currency, Oct. 21, 1931, saying 
that the benk’s capital was  im- 
paired to the extent of $34,000 and 
must be replaced immediately. The 
letter said the bank was in no con- 
dition to pay a dividend. 

Lord testified that the operating 
earnings of the various units in 
1930 amounted to $8,590,000, and the

Baxter was killed the night of 
Aug. 18, 1930, while reading in the 
kitchen of his fathers farm house 
by a rifle bullet fired through the 
kitchen screen door. Shawley, a 
neighbor, was suspected because of 
threats he is said to have made 
against Baxter. Test bullets were 
fired from his rifle and these bul- 
lets, together with the one removed 
from Baxter’s head, were sent to 
the crime-detection laboratory of 
Northwestern University, Evanston, 
IIL, for comparison. 

Expert’s Testimony. 

A ballistics expert from the uni- 
versity laboratory testified in the 
trial that the bullet which killed 
Baxter was fired from Shawley’s 
rifle. He testified concerning the 
characteristic marks placed upon 
bullets by the rifled barrel of a 
rifle or pistol—marks which are in- 
dividual as to each weapon—and 
the scientific methods of compar- 
ing the markings. 

Judge Ellison said the strongest 
evidence against Shawley, in the 
“wholly circumstantial proof” of 
the prosecution, was this ballistics 
testimoriy. 
“The defendant admitted the 
rifle was his,” Judge Ellison said. 
“A qualified expert has testified 
any given rifle will leave its own 
peculiar, individual microscopic 
markings on any bullet fired 
through it—no two rifles the same

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PWA ENGINEER 
FOR $15,000,000 
STATE BOND ISSUE 


Col. Miller, on Speaking 

Tour, Wants Original 
Amount Restored in Or- 
der to Help the Schools. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Dec. 20.— 
Increase of the proposed State 
bond issue for State buildings from 
$10,000,000 to $15,000,000 was advo- 
cated by Hugh Miller, State En- 
gineer for the Federal Public 
Works administration, in a series 
of talks across Missouri yesterday, 
from St. Joseph to Springfield. He 
urged use of the extra money for 
educational institutions. 

It was the second day of a 
three-day tour by Miller to preach 
the gospel of public works and 
stimulate the filing of applications 
for Federal aid on improvements. 
Today he is returning through the 
Ozarks. 

As recommended originally by 
the PWA State Advisory Board, 
by Miller and by Gov. Park, the 
State bond issue was to have been 
for $15,000,000 for eleemosynary 
and penal institutions. The State 
Senate scaled the amount down to 
$10,000,000. Only one_ bill of a series 
of three involved in the proposal 
has been passed. This authorized 
the Governor to file application for 
a PWA grant in connection with 
the bonds. 

Chance for Bigger Grant. 

Miller pointed out that the grant 
on the larger bond issue would have 
been nearly $5,000,000, making a 
total program of about $20,000,000 
in construction. The prospective 
grant on the basis of the smaller 
issue is $3,400,000, making only a 
$13,400,000 program. 

Highways and rural schools have 
had financial aid, Miller said, but 
the universities and teachers’ col- 
leges of the State need new build- 
ings. He suggested that the $5,- 
000,000 of added bond money be de- 
voted to them and to further as- 
sistance for’the rural schools. Un- 
der PWA rules the higher educa- 
tional institutions operated by the 
State are not eligible to apply for 
Federal funds. 

At St. Joseph, Platte City, Lib- 
erty, Richmond, Marshall, Sedalia 
and Springfield, Miller urged civic 
gatherings to demand passage of 
the bills to submit the bond issue 
and to ask for the increase of the 
amount. He also continued his de- 
nunciation of t'.: State Senate for 
failure to pass the bills authorizing 
smaller cities to issue revenue tonds 


by majority vote for municipal 
utilities and counseled the people’ 


to insist on their passage. He drove 
for 300 miles through almost ‘Con- 
stant sleet, rain or fog to maintain 
his schedule. 

Assails Senate and Utilities. 

Ad a representative audi- 
ence of 100 officials and civic lead- 
ers h last night, he declared, 
“I’m répresenting the nation: ad- 
ministration in the desire to get an 
adequate public works program in 
Missouri.” He said the Senate 
should not be allowed to cut the 
bond issue by one-third “just be- 
cause it thinks it’s running , the 
State,” and asserted that the pri- 
vate utilities were “spending money 
to defeat the utility bills.” 

The manager of the trolley 
and light company had a stenog- 
rapher making notes of Miller’s ad- 
dress. 

At St. Joseph, Miller challenged 
30 leading citizens, meeting at the 
Chamber of Commerce, to declare 
whether they favored the national 
recovery program. St. Joseph has 
not applied for PWA funds, for 
which Miller scolded the commu- 
nity. He was aroused by an edi- 
torial in the St. Joseph morning 
paper referring to the distribution 
of Federal construction money as 
“Santa Claus Government.” In re- 
ply, several of those present de- 
scribed the financial difficulties of 
the city and county and asserted 
St. Joseph was not indifferent to 
recovery. One of those who de- 
nied indifference was the local man- 
ager of the Doherty Cities Service 
Utilities, which Miller has been 
criticising as unfair to the people. 

Miller hinted that the PWA might 
reject proposed construction at the 
St. Joseph State Hospital if the 
community did not co-operate in 
the public works movement. De- 
parting, he received some indica- 
tions that the civic interests would 
consider submicting a local bond 
isue for improvements. 

Prospects of additional applica- 
tions for money were d’scussed by 
Miller at the other towns, and as 
answered several inquiries from 
representatives of districts who 
drove to his stopping places. 

He disclosed at Richmond that 
the initiative might be invoked to 
pass the municipal utility bills if 
the Senate fails to act.

Delay Due to Slow Action on 
Part of 16,764 Applicants 
at Land Bank. 


Loans of more than $41,000,000 to 
16,764 farmers in Missouri, Dlinois 
and Arkansas are being held up by 
the Federal Land Bank of St. 
Louis, it is announced today, be- 
cause of slow action on the part of 
the applicants. 

In contrast, it was said only 1737 
applications for $5,732,000 are 
awaiting action by the bank. Wood 
Netherland, general agent of the 
Farm Credit Administration, said 
the bank now had a staff of ap 
praisers adequate to provide ap 
praisals as applications are re- 
ceived. 

Of the 16,764 approved applica- 
tions now held up by factors over 
which the bank has no _ control, 
about one-fourth are awaiting ac- 
tion by creditors, and nearly an- 
other fourth are awaiting accept- 
ance by the applicant.

1000 UNION PAINTERS 
GET JOBS UNDER CWA 


Only 300 of 2000 Members 
Still Unemployed, Survey 
Shows. 


The Civil Works Administration 
program here has reduced unem- 
ployment to a minimum among un- 
ion painters and laborers, but other 
building crafts have not fared so 
well, John Church, secretary of the 
Building Trades Council, said today. 

Church is making a survey of the 
various crafts in the council to de- 
termine how Many men were as- 
signed to jobs and how many e- 
main on the unemployed list, with 
a view to calling on city depart- 
ment headg to make additional 
requisitions for union men. 

Lawrence Raftery, secretary of 
the Painters’ District Council, re- 


ported that about 1000 union paint- 
ers had been absorbed in the civil 
works program. The City Hall 
building group, eleemosynary insti- 
tutions, police stations and other 
municipal buildings are being re- 
decorated. The work program is be- 
ing extended to the Fire Depart- 
ment and city-owned bridges, ac- 
cording to Raftery. The Board of 
Education also found work for 200 
painters. Painters receive $1.25 an 
hour, the union wage scale, for a 
30-hour week. 

One immediate effect of the pro- 
gram was the resumption of union 
dues payment by hundreds of paunt- 
ers, who stood in line at their head- 
quarters, Grand and Page boule- 
vards, Monday night for this pur- 
pose. Raftery reported there were 
still about 300 of the 2000 union 
painters in the council unemployed. 
While praising the program, Raf- 
tery joined Church in the complaint 
that other crafts had received but 
little assistance. The latter include 
about 1000 sign painters, automobile 
painters, glaziers and interior dec- 
orators affiliated with the Paint- 
ers’ Council. 

The work program was “a Christ- 
mas gift” to unemployed laborers, 
in the words of H. A. Summeriot, 
secretary of the Building Laborers’ 
Council. There are 3200 laborers on 
the union rolls and only a few hun- 
dred had jobs until the CWA began 
to function. More than 2500 labor- 
ers are now engaged on street, wa- 
ter main and other projects at hour- 
ly wages ranging from 78% cents to 
$1.06 for a 30-hour week. Summer- 
lot hopes to place the few remain- 
ing unemployed union laborers. 

J. C. Sipp, secretary of the Car- 
penters’ District Council, another 
large group of craftsmen, said a 
“considerable number” of carpen- 
ters had received jobs. He ex- 
pressed belief that work for addi- 
tional carpenters could be found 
under the program. 

CWA workers have been assured 
of jobs for 10 weeks, with a possi-

PARIS, Dec. 20.—Ten persons, in- 
cluding an American and his wife, 
have been arrested in a new round- 
up of spy suspects. 

The prisoners were, seized _ in 
raids in various parts of France 
after documents showing existence 
of a widespread organization had 
been gathered by the French coun- 
ter espionage service. 

Police decline to give details of 
the ring’s alleged operations, but it 
is believed there has been a leak 
in plans for France’s frontier for- 
tifications. 

The ring is reported to include 
Italians, Jugo-Slavs, Czecho-Slova- 
kians, Scandinavians, Americans 
and Frenchmen, operating vith 
women accomplices. Police — said 
the gang was working for no par- 
ticular nation. 

The new arrests were made as 
the result of a long investigation by 
300 crack detectives and _ secret 
service men who received a secret 
tip. Additional information was 
reported to have been obtained 
from two of 55 Italians rounded up 
a week ago on robbery charges.

The police said they found 19,000 
francs in Switz’s room, together with 
military documents.

Tells if Rescue of 4 Men 
From Plane Adrift at Sea 


Passenger on Air Liner Describes 21-Hour 
Fight With Storm Before Craft Was 
; . Sighted by Ship. 


Maurice Rotival, French engineer, | 


whose wife is the former Leila 
Stuart of Woodstock, Conn., was 
the only passenger aboard the dis- 
abled French air liner which tossed 
21 hours in a storm on the Medi- 
terranean before being picked up 
Monday by the steamer Sainte Mar- 
guerite. Three others were on the 
plane. Rotival has written the fol- 
lowing account of his experience: 
By MAURICE ROTIVAL. 
(Copyright, 1933.) 

ALGIERS, Dec. 20.—Only a man 
who has been through the harrow- 
ing experience of shipwreck, the 
nervous tension of the wait for a 
rescue ship that may never come, 
knows what he suffered—we four 
who took off from Marseilles Sun- 
day to fly to Africa in the face of 
a hailstorm. 

About 40 miles out of Marseilles, 
we wére bucking through a snow- 
storm and suddenly found that the 
icy winds and the moisturé had put 
a coating of ice on our motor. Then 
suddenly the motor sputtered and 
Capt. Kersual, the pilot, cut it. We 
descended on the heaving Mediter- 
ranean and found the gasoline feed 
line choked and frozen. 

Capt Kersual and I carried our 
freight cargo to the rear of the 
seaplane’s cabin, while Navigator 
Robert Cattelin worked the plane’s 
radio. The naval posts and Perpi- 
gnan replied, but our transmitter 
was soon cut off when water en- 
tered the apparatus. We were 
then at the mercy of enormous 
waves and the chance of a coming 
boat. 


Hull Leaks, Water Pours In. 


With an iron box and a basin, 
Kersual, Cattelin, the mechanic 
Rene Chevillard, and I took turns 
in bailing out the leaky hull. We 
used cotton corks to plug up leaks, 
but the waves swept over us con- 
stantly, and water plunged in on us. 
The temperature was below zero. 

All the time we kept up fighting 
—kept up our courage by various 
experiments, such as pouring oil 


around the cabin. Chévillard, badly 
hurt, dressed and undressed and 
redressed his wound. 

Toward 6 o’clock Saturday eve- 
ning, after an all-day wait, Kersual 
Saw some lights. We set off fuses, 
but hope quickly faded when we 
were hidden by new swirling storms 
of snow and hail. We were shut 
in for the night, and gradually 
words failed us. 

We glanced from time to time at 
the long wings of our craft, crack- 
ing under the ice and the pounding 
of the waves. The dim lamps of 
our cabin cast weird shadows out 
to the tips of the bending wings. 

Suddenly, at 5:20 a. m., Kersual 
cried: “A ship! Look!” 

We looked, saw little. We ex- 
ploded rockets. Then through the 
dim dawn came replies in Morse 
code, dots and dashes of light. Cat- 
telin signaled back with his pocket

Finally our rescuers, the Sainte 
Marguerite, came plowing up 
through the heaviest sort of sea, 
which pounded us and gradually 
smashed us up as we tried to crawl 
along the wings and mount the rope 
ladder tossed over the side by the 
crew of the steamer. Kersual tried 
to catch the rope, slipped and fell. 

The ship changed sides, trying to 
give us shelter from the wind and 
to break the waves. Cattelin caught 
the rope and managed to scramble 
up. Then I went up the ship’s side. 

Chevillard tumbled into the sea, 
saved from being crushed and 
drowned only by First Officer Sa- 
manni, who jumped off the Sainte 
Marguerite and saved ~him. 

Kersual refused to quit his sink- 
ing plane without -saving the mail 
sacks, but the seas were high and 
the plane was sinking rapidly. He 
was persuaded finally to abandon 
the mail sacks and was pulled 
aboard the steamer. 

Aboard ship, we received food, 
cognac and dry clothing and were 
brought here to land. 


RECIPROCAL TARIFFS

Against Giving Authority to 
Agents Without Further Action 
by Congress or Commission.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.— Labor 
was described last night by 
Matthew Woll, vice-president of the 
American Federation of Labor, as

“lest authorization be given to 
agents of the Federal Government 
to enter into reciprocal trade trea- 
ties with foreign governments, and 
as an incentive to foreign nations, 
to reduce or enable the reduction 
of our present tariff duties by 50 
per cent without furiher action 
either on the part of Congress or 
the Tariff Commission.” 

Woll, who also is president of 
America’s Wage Earners’ Protec- 
tive Conference, said many work- 
ers believe great good would come 
of freeing the Tariff Commission 
of restrictive rules now in force.

PARIS, Dec. 20.—Premier 
Chautemps’ budget-balancing plan 
weathered its worst storm in the 
Senate yesterday and was expected 
to pass both houses, thereby mak- 
ing the Government safe until aft- 
er the new year. The Premier 
said it would be perilous to expose 
France to another Cabinet crisis in 
the face of external and domestic 
troubles.

Power Companies and Man- 
ufacturers Expected to 
Co-Operate in Program 


for 7 States. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20. — The 
Government is creating a million 
dollar corporation to help pérsons 
in the Tennessee Valley, and possi- 
bly the rest of the country later, 
make use of electrical devices. 

By presidential proclamation, $1,- 
000,000 of the $3,300,000,000 public 
works fund has been set aside as 
initial capital for the electric home 
and farm authority. This corpora- 
tion will be organized under the 
laws of Delaware with the Federal 
Government voting all of the 10,000 
shares of stock, 

It was said at the White House 
that if the plan worked in the Ten- 
nessee Valley, it would be put on 
a national basis through the attrac- 
tion and co-operation of private 
capital. 

The Tennessee Valley authority, 
including Arthur E. Morgan, chair- 
man; Harcourt A. Morgan and Da- 
vid E. Lilienthal compose the board 
of directors of the electric home 
and farm authority. 

Explanation of Plan. 

He issued the following statement 
in explanation of the purposes of 
the new Government corporation: 

“The objective of this program is 
a wider and greatly increased use 
of electricity in the home and on 
the farms in the seven states of the 
Tennessee Valley. In order to carry 
out this program there must be a 
broad scale distribution of very low 
cost, standard quality, electric using 
appliances and concurrently a re- 
vision downward of electric rates. 

“The new agency is based on a 
co-operative program in which the 
Federal Government, the electric 
utilities, both publicly and private- 
ly owned, the electric manufactur- 
ing industry and dealers will par- 
ticipate. 

Féderal Government's Part. 

“Through the electric home and 
farm authority it is proposed that 
the Federal Government _partici- 
pate in this program in the follow- 
ing ways: 

“1. By assisting in financing to 
the consumer the purchasing of 
standard electric equipment at 
very low prices. 

“2. By securing reductions in 
electric rates, by agreement with

AN, 000 PUT ON NAZI 
STERILIZATION LIST 


Operations to Be Ordered by 
Special Courts Under New 
German Law. 


By the Associated Press. j 
BERLIN, Dec. 20.—A _ semi-offi- 


cial news agency indicated today 
that 400,000 persons, equally divid- 
ed between the sexes, would be 
liable for sterilization “within a 
short time” under the German ster- 
ilization law effective Jan. 1. 

It was. said the sterilizations 
would be performed by court or- 
ders. 

On Jan. 1, 1700 “Eugenic Courts,” 
of which there are 1000 in Prussia 
alone, besides 27 “Supreme Eugenic 
Courts,” will take up their func- 
tions. 

Nine classes of congenital dis- 
eases are specified, the majority of 


them among the mentally defective, 
as calling for operations. 

These operations have been esti- 
mated as likely to cost about 14,- 
000,000 marks (currently about $6,- 
800,000). This cost, which would 
not have to be paid more than the 
once, is regarded by the Govern- 
ment as trifling as compared to the 
350;000,000 marks ($132,000,000) 
which persons afflicted with heredi- 
tary diseases have cost the German 
taxpayers annually. 

The semi-official report declared:

radical governments b:. giving the 


peers the power to delay any money 
bills passed by the House of Com. 
mons. 

After an attack on the bill from 
Labor, Liberal and some Conser- 


_|vative peers it was given formal 


first reading. 

The House of Lords at present 
has no power to reject or amend 
financial measures. The new Dill 
would provide for a joint commit- 
tee of both Houses to certify 
money bills. This would permit 
the Upper Chamber to delay money 
bills it objected to by making it 
possible to refer measures to the 
next House of Commons, whose de- 
cision would be final. 

Lord Sailsham, Minister of War, 
said the Government had not yet 
formed any conclusion on the mat- 
ter. 

Salisbury said some measure of 
protection was necessary in view 
of utterances by Sir Stafford 
Cripps, Labor leader, as to what the 
next Labor Government intended te 
do when it got in power. 

Only such changes in the Con- 
stitution of the House of Lords 
were proposed as would make 
things safe, said Salisbury. He 
added that he was not going an 
inch further than necessary and 
that the bill would give the Lords 
sufficient. power to prevent the 
country being hurried into vast 
changes without time tp consider.

It is the company union crisis, fast rising in a hun- 
dred industries, that has compelled the President to 
strengthen the powers and authority of the National 
Labor Board. 

The issue of company unionism vs. independent 
unionism: the prestige and authority of the National 
Labor Board; the enforceability of Section 7A, the 
collective bargaining guarantee of the Recovery Act; 
all are at stake in the flat refusal of the Weirton 
Steel Co. and the Edward G. Budd Manufacturing Co. 
to accept the decisions of the Labor Board. 

The Weirton Steel Co. has plants in Weirton and 
Clarksburg, W. Va., and in Steubenville, O. The 
Amalgamated Association of Steel, Tin and Wire 
Workers has been carrying on an organizing cam- 
paign amohg its workers. In October, 11,000 men 
struck for recognition. On Oct. 16, the Labor Board 
settled the strike. The men went back to work. Men 
and management agreed that the board should hold 
an election two months later, on Dec. 15, to determine 
who should represent the workers in collective nego- 
tiations with the employers. Before the date set for 
the board-supervised election, the company called a 
company union primary election, at which its work- 
ers selected the company union nominees for the gen- 
eral election of Dec. 15, 

The company then refused representatives of the 
Labor Board admission to its plant, ignored its rules 
for the general election, proceeded to supervise its 
own vote, presenting to its employes a ballot on which 
the only names to appear were those of the company 
union nominees. \It is not surprising, under the cir- 
cumstances, that 9317 men, 8114 per cent of those eli- 
gible, voted. Nor/is it surprising that the company 
union nominees’ won the election. The steel com- 
pany has, so far, successfully defied the Labor Board 
and kept the independent union out of its plants. As 
far as it is concerned, the matter is closed. 

The plant of the Budd Manufacturing Co., makers 
of automobile wheels, is located in Philadelphia. The 
United Automobile Workers’ Union claims that it has 
organized $5 per cent of the Budd employes. Nearly 
4000 men went out on strike during the month of 
November. The Philadelphia Regional Labor Board 
ordered the workers to call off the strike; directed 
the company to re-employ them without discrimina- 
tion, and announced a board-supervised election of 
labor representatives to be held within the next 90 
days. When Mr. Budd refused to re-employ strikers 
or to permit an independent election, the case was 
passed on up to the National Labor Board. This body 
notified the company of its intention to hold a public 
hearing, but Mr. Budd refused to appear. 

Later, the National Board affirmed the Regional 
Board’s recommendations, stating that an independent 
election should be held within 30 days. The com- 
pany now asserts that it wHl not permit the board to 
hold any election in its plant at any time. In the 
meantime, it has been busy setting up its own com- 
pany union. The company’s officials organized this 
union; wrote its constitution and by-laws; limited 
the etigibility to serve as employes’ representatives 
tg those who had worked for the company for more 
than a year; limited the right to vote to those who 
had worked for the company for more than 90 days; 
called an election under its own supervision with 15 
minutes’ notice; gave its workers no opportunity 
to reject the plan as a whole; expressed great satisfac- 
tion when 92 per cent of those who voted agreed to 
accept it. Budd, like Weir, has triumphed, for the 
time being, over the #@hor Board and the unions. 
We do not suppoge that there is anyone who is 
so naive as to contend that these elections were free 
elections; that the company union representatives in 
those plants can effectively represent their fellows in 
dealing with their employers. These companies have 
defied the National Labor Board. They have violated 
their respective codes of fair competition, which pro- 
vide, in each instance, for the right of employes col- 
lectively to bargain through representatives of their 
own choosing, without intimidation or coercion on 
the part of their employers. They have violated 
Section 7A of the NIRA, which makes the same pro- 
visions. They have thus deliberately challenged the 
authority of the Federal Government. The challenge

If the collective representation which is guaran- 
teed in the NIRA is to become an actuality, three 
things must be done. The employers who have de- 
fied“the Government must be promptly prosecuted in 
the courts; the mediation machinery which has been 
set up by the President must be given status, per- 
manency and authority by Congress; and, finally, 
the labor boards must speed the settlement of the 
disputes brought before them. The President has or- 
dered them “to compose all conflicts threatening the 
industrial peace of the country.” He will see to it 
that they are given enough power to enable them “te 
carry out his mandate. 


DANGEROUS ECONOMY. 
St. Louis has spent $8,000,000 in installing a mod- 
ern street lighting system and proposes to spend 
$1,000,000 or more to complete it. Overnight, almost, 
the greater part of the city was transformed from 
the prolonged gas-light era to a condition approaching 
everlasting daylight. But with the depression, the 
administration has seen fit to economize by sharply 
curbing this extensive white way. In some instances, 
the candlepower of the bulbs has been reduced: in 
others, the globes have been removed entirely and 
the standards capped, often with 50 per cent of the 
lights eliminated. One only has to drive at night on 
some sections of widened Delmar boulevard to see 
what a traffic hazard has been created by the city’s 
effort to reduce its electric light bill.

But it is economically unsound 
to go ahead with the completion of a system, even 
with Federal funds, when that already installed is 
not being used. The city should spend the necessary 
money to light its streets adequately.

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PLAYING POLITICS WITH THE CWA.

NCE upon a time, it is said, a Cabinet 
Minister came into the room while Dis- 
raeli was writing a letter. 

“I am sending instructions to our Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg,” said Disrueli. 
“And what are you telling him to do?”

I venture to believe that a very consider- 
able part of the criticism directed against 
the President’s monetary policy arises from 
the President’s having failed to take the 
trouble to express his policy in the diplo- 
matic language of international finance. 

The courage to say this comes to me after 
having read in the current issue of Foreign 
Affairs a diagnosis of what was wrong with 
the post-war gold standard, written by the 
leading financial adviser to the Government 
which is today the outstanding defender of 
the gold standard, 

The article is by Charles Rist, chief finan 
cial expert of the French delegation to the 
world economic conference, and until re- 
cently, if not still, a Deputy Governor of the 
Bank of France. No man in France speaks 
with more authority, both by virtue of his 
officid]) position and his reputation as an ex- 
pert. No man in the world fs less open to 
attack on the score of his belief in “sound, 
money” founded on the international] gold 
standard. But the interesting thing about 
Mr. Rist is that he recognizes, as almost none 
of our sound-money advocates has recog- 
nized, that there were reasons why the post- 
war gold standard broke down, and that 
those reasons have to be taken into account 
in re-establishing ic. 

And, startling though it may sound to say 
it, Mr. Rist’s analysis of what went wrong 
is fundamentally the same as that of Prof. 
Warren of Cornell. What the President’s 
adviser has been teaching in a kind of rustic 
simplicity of speech, and with some of the 
intellectual manners of the solitary genius, 
the adviser to the French Government says 
with elegance and sophistication.

The question Mr. Rist sets himself to ex- 
plain is why the price level. of 1925 col- 
lapsed. It then stood at about 50 per cent 
above pre-war. “A rise of 50 per cent,”. he 
Says, “such as took place between 1915 and 
1925, could only be explained by an enor- 
mous increase in gold production the world 
over, whereas actually production fell off 
during the war and did not become normal] 
till 1922 and after.” During the war period, 
‘he production of goods fell off, the issues 
of paper money increased. There was, 
therefore, a typical paper inflation. 

But, says Mr. ist, the monetary authori- 
ties of Britain and the United States were 
misied by an extraordinary coincidence. Up 
to 1925 thé United States alone was buying 
gold, and so the whole of the world’s newly 
mined gold flowéd to the United States. 
With this huge gold supply in the United 
States, the dollar was kept convertible into 
gold, and because we had a gold dollar, the 
monetary authorities made “the mistake of 
regarding the prices of 1925” as true world 
prices in gold.

The true gold price 
level was much lower than the dollar and 
pound price level, and so both countries have 
had to choose between a deep deflation of 
debts and wages on the one hand and a 
revaluation of their currencies on the other.

$12,000 AWARD FOR 
FLYER'S DEATH UPHELD 


Widow of Dale Jackson, En- 
duranct Aviator, Wins Case 
in Supreme Court. 


By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 20.—An 
award of $12,000 by the Missouri 
Workmen's Compensation Commit- 
tee to Mrs. Selma L. Jackson, 
widow of Dale Jackson, noted St. 
Louis endurance, flyer, as a result 
of Jackson's death in 1932 in a 
plane crash in Miami, Fla., was 
sustained today by Division No. 2 
of the Missouri Supreme Court. 
The judgment, amounting to $20 


a week for 600 weeks, is against 
the Curtiss-Wright Airplane Com- 
pany, Jackson’s employer, and the 
Liberty Mutual Insurance Company 
which carried the aircraft com- 
pany’s compensation insurance. 
Jackson, known to the public as 
“Red,” was killed when a “Teal 
amphibian plane,” developed and 
owned by the aircraft company, 
which was being flown by Jackson 
at an air.meet in Miami, crashed 
after Jackson attempted to put the 
plane into an inverted dive. 
The appeal involved the question 
of whether Jackson actually was 
an employe of the aircraft com- 
pany at the time of his death.

lice immediately began an inten- 
sive search for them. 

Among the alleged espionage ma- 
terial which the police confiscated 
were three wireless sets, including 
a sending outfit, military docu- 
ments, photographic plates and 
movie cameras and large amounts 
of money. 

Commissary Gianvetti of the 
French police made the haul of par- 
aphernalia and said that he had 
found in addition that one of the 
prisoners, Martin, had an account 
in a Frankfort (Germany) bank. 


Martin fainted when the police 


j broke into his home after coming 


from the apartment of Madame 
Stahl. At Madame Stahl’s home 
the police seized books, documents 
and photographic plates. © 

At Martin’s home the police took 
two envelopes which 
contained 15,500 and 12,000 frangs, 
respectively. 

They said they found another 
Suspect, Mlle. Mermet, ready for 
flight when they raided her home 
and arrested her. It was there, 
they said, they found the wireless 
station and the movie cameras, 

The home of Mr. and Mrs. Sal- 
mon yielded additional documents, 
police said. 

The roundup is the climax of a 
two-year search for spies, particu- 
larly along the frontiers where 
many isolated cases of espionage 
have been reported and several in- 
dividuals have béen convicted. 


The most recent prosecution re- 
sulted in the conviction of three 
men at Thionville yesterday. An 
Austrian, Clement Bruss, was sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment 
on a charge of receiving a map of 
French fortifications’ from Joseph 
Schohn, a workman employed in 
the building of a fort. Schohn was 
sentenced to serve two years in 
prison. Louis Doll, another work- 
man, was fined. 

A declaration that a German 
espionage service was buying maps 
of the fortifications along the 
Rhine and samples of French weap- 
ons at high prices was published 
in France in October. 


A woman known as La Belle 
Sophie was arrested on a charge of 
possessing a machine gun stolen 
by a French soldier in November. 
Her fate and that of 11 others ar- 
rested in the same affair was kept 
secret. 

Reports have been published that 
Nazi headquarters at Saarbruecken 
was the center of espionage activi- 
ties on the frontier. 

Spying in the Alpine fortifications 
along the Italian border also has 
been openly suspected since the 
suicide of a French non-commis- 
sioned officer at Nice in November. 


Move to Extend Forts. 


Minister of War Daladier, dur- 
ing a debate yesterday on military 
preparedness declared the French 
Government would ask for credits 
to build its border fortifications “to 
the sea.” 

He did not indicate whether the 
proposed defenses would follow the 
Belgian frontier or would extend 
farther south. The French, fearing 
a repetition of cvents of 1914, have 
expressed worry over the quality of 
Belgian defenses. 

For the last three years workers 
in the Metz and Lauter regions 
have been building a chain of forts 
along a 125-mile front which was 
designed originally to offset a 
shortened period cf compulsory 
military service in France. 


These fortifications comprise a 
trench-and-casemate system, a 


series of shellproof vaults with 
openings through which artillery 
and machine guns may be fired. 


The casemates are from one to 16 
miles apart. 

From this chain, which includes 
an elaborate system of subterrane- 
an barracks connected by tunnels, 
army officers believe a continuous 
barrage could be laid down along 
the frontier. 

Former Premier Tardieu charged 
yesterday that the Government was 
weakening its military defenses in 
the face of what he said was new 
peri) from across the Rhine, but 
Daladier said he refused to believe 
that “with an army of half a mil- 
lion it is possible to strike down the 
French nation.” Daladier followed 
this with the statement that the 
Government would ask for suffi- 
cient funds to complete the fortifi- 
cation chain “to the sea.”

Relief Head Says “Some People

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Harry 
L. Hopkins, Civil Works Adminis- 
trator, atid Gov. Talmadge, of 
Georgia engaged in controversy

About the same time Hopkins de- 
fined his policy toward the deser- 
tion from private industry of work- 
ers who sought work with the Fed- 
eral Relief Agency.

GIANTS ELECTED - 
AS OUTSTANDING 


TEAM OF SEASON 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—Not en- 
tirely satisfied with having pro- 
duced the outstanding athletic per- 
former of 1933 in Carl Owen Hub- 
bell, the New York Giants emerged 
from the annual battle of ballots 
today as the choice of the experts 
for the greatest team achievement 


of the year, in any sport. 

Newspaper sports editors and 
writers, registering their opinions 
in the third’ annual Associated 
Press sports poll, unhesitatingly 
nominated and elected Bill Ter- 
ry’s baseball champions to the 
honor position on the strength of 
their triumphant dash to the Na- 
tional League pennant, followed by 
decisive victory over the Washing- 
ton Senators in the world series. 
This accomplishment, noted most 
observers, stands out as the fore- 
most of any major league team 
since the Boston Braves shot to 
the peak in 1914. 

Polied 68 Votes. 

The Giants polled 68 votes out 
of a total of 198 and won handily 
in this year’s contest from their 
two closest rivals—Princeton’s all- 
conquering football team and the 
British Davis Cup forces which 
trounced the United States and 
lifted the famous tennis trophy 
from France. The Tigers received 
43 votes in recognition of their 
sensational renaissance under the 
direction of Fritz Crisler. The trib- 
ute to the tennis combination of 
Fred Perry and Bunny Austin was 
represented by 27 votes. 

Football naturally covered the 
widest range of opinion in the bal- 
loting on the subject of outstand- 
ing team performers. Michigan's 
Big Ten champions finished fourth 
in the standing with 14 votes. 
Army’s followers lost some of their 
enthusiasm after the Cadets fell 
victim to Notre Dame’s last round- 
up but there were eight ballots for 
West Point nevertheless. Stanford, 
for its triumph over Southern Cali- 
fornia, and Iowa, for a briliant 
come-back under Ossie Solem, re- 
ceived strong endorsements. 

Other standout teams, in the 
judgment of the nation’s jury of

The vote was 53 ayes and 61 noes, 
the favorable vote being 23 less 
than-the 76 required for passage. 

The plan of proponents of the bill 


: to later seek a reconsideration of 


the adverse vote, if more votes 
could be rounded up, was blocked 
by opponents through a parliamen- 
tary move which assures death of 
the bill. 

The bill was attacked by House 
members from several angles, due 
to flaws. Representative Lay of 
Benton County declared it would be 
unconstitutional because it was not 
included in Gov. Park’s designation 
of legislative subjects which may 
be taken up by the special] session 
of the Legislature. He also at- 
tacked failure of sponsors of the 
bill to include a limitation on the 
“take” or percentage that could be 
collected by the track from the 
amounts wagered on racing. 

The bill would have created a 
State Racing Commission, to super- 
vise horse racing. The commission 
would have been authorized to 
license tracks for horse racing in 
or within 15 miles of St. Louis, in 
or within 15 miles of Kansas City, 
and to license six-day racing meet- 
ings in connectign with county 
fairs and agricultural exhibitions. 

The measure proposed a daily 
license fee of $800 for tracks in 
and near St. Louis, $400 a day for 
tracks in or near Kansas City, and 
a total ‘license fee of $50 for a six- 
day meet*at a county fair or agri- 
cultural exhibition. In addition the 
commission would have collected a 
tax of 20 cents on each paid ad- 
mission.

“Our main desire is to help all 
we can,” she indicated the studio,

work when and if possible. You 
see, it’s necessary to limit the stu- 
dio to a comfortable working ca- 
pacity.” 

The studio, on the tenth floor of 


the Famous-Barr Building, is a 
long, narrow room with a row of 
windows on the north side. When 
the weather is dusky with fog and 
smoke, student-lamps provide light. 
Chairs and ledger-like desks, in 
motley assortment, fill the crowded 
room. One side of the wall is cov- 
ered with water-colors, fashion- 
plates, portraits—every kind of 
artistic expression.

Look Out for a Blocked-Trump Suit 


If your highest trump is the 8 or 
higher, it. is pretty safe to count it 
as anentry.

Having agreed on the trump suit 
by the raise. responder leaves the 
opener free to make any kind of 
constructive or “probing” bids he 
may select in order to locate def- 
inite cards and in the attempt to 
eliminate losers. Opener may bid a 
suit of A, Q, x, trying to find the 
king by a raise. He is granted great 
freedom, as here again we are op- 
erating under the leeway principle, 
but with even more to spare. You 
bid two spades with only three 
losers in the hand; partner raises 
to three. Now you know that the 
hand is quite safe at five spades, 
and can use all the available rounds 
of bidding up to four or even five 
spades, in order to ascertain 
whether you should go on to six or 
seven. Your partner will always go 
back to spades if you “ask him a 
question” by bidding another suit, 
and he must say “no,” meaning that 
he does not possess the ace or king
